He thought

mer aft did every thing that was necclTary 
or practicable to be done. What more could 
be wanted than that perfons engaged in tins 
traffic ihould forfeit their Hup* and pay a 
line, befides in many initances imprisonment 
of the perfons ode tiding ? Surely this wa* 
all the occalion required. 
The different 
States which had heretofore imported thole
